NEW FEDERAL CHILD LA- 
BOR LAWS. 

By Hknry M. Haix. 

During the 44th Annual Session 
of the National Conference of 
Charities and Correction recently 
held (June 6th to 13th) in Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., " The National Child 
Labor Committee" brought the 
necessity of improved Federal laws 
on Child Labor prominently before 
the attention of the thousands of 
delegates there and many other 
citizens. In view of a world-wide 
war against autocratic despotism, 
and the drafting of thousands of 
American young men into an army 
of defense, the importance of the 
conservation of children for the 
future progress and prosperity of 
our Republic can not be overstimat- 
ed. Such advanced Labor Laws 
constitute a grand " Investment in 
the Human Race," not only for our 
country, but also for the world. 
About 22 of our States still permit 
children under 14 to work in 
factories and mills at all times. 
Also 19 other States are permitting 
it by exemption. Sixteen mining 
States are still permitting children 
under 16 to work in mines. Nine 
States allow night work of children 
under 16 years of age. Twenty of 
our States allow children under 16 to 
work more than 8 hours a day in 
factories. These tragic conditions 
demand immediate reform. A new 
Federal Law would also lead to the 
regulation of street trades, night 
messages by children, shorten chil- 
dren's hours of work In stores, protect 
all children of r5overty, enact in all 
states a Compulsory Education Law, 
and require medical examination of 
all children entering work. Forty- 
seven States, even now, do not re- 
quire medical inspection of children 
entering factories, as should be 
done. 

New Legislative and Federal laws 
are evidently most necessary at this 
crisis in our country's present war 
conditions, because of the great in- 
jury to young America now going 
on. For instance : Mills in southern 
states allow 24,000 children, from 
ten to fifteen years of age, to work 
ten to eleven hours a day. In three 
of those States, fifty per cent of the 
children, from ten to fifteen years 
of age, are wholly illiterate ; accord- 
ing to the recent Federal Bureau of 
Labor reports. In coal mining 

States, the boys there (under six- 
teen) work in dangerous mines, 
with permanent loss of health and 
schooling. In the oyster and shrimp 
industries, sharp oyster shells injure 
the little tender hands of children ; 
and the acid liquid from the shrimp 
produces poisoning of children's 
hands, and often causes permanent 
ill-health. Many children in sweat 
shops, and in miserable homes, are 
engaged In making " powder puffs" 
for ladies, which carry disease, also 
men's garters and other parts of 
men's wearing apparel. 

In this way, disease is spread 
throughout society. Mothers often 
work at night, until nine, ten and 
eleven o'clock, earning, with their 
children's work, wages not over ten 
cents an hour. Also, children in the 
south, picking cotton, are losing 
their education ; so necessary for 
their future efficiency. Illiteracy, 
engendered by these conditions of 
child labor, is injuring the lives of 
thousands, not to say millions of our 
poverty-stricken children, in the 
United States. "Street trades'' by 
children also need correction. The 
compulsory education of children 
seems to be absolutely necessary for 
the future welfare of the State. 
Religious people and churches, 
should turn their attention to this 
important subject, in order not only 
to save the lives of children on 
earth, but to save the invaluable 
souls of these, our citizens. All 
these conditions alluded to lead to a 
great prevalence of ignorance, im- 
morality, intemperance, poverty 
and crime. 



The G«? eminent ol the United 
Mtntea. 

The government of the United 
States is republican. It comprises 
three great branches, namely: the 
legislative, the judicial aud the ex- 
ecutive. The first makes the law, 
the second construes them aud the 
third enforces them. Each of these 
branches has its own separate sub- 
divisions. 

The legislative branch consists of 
the two bouses of congress — the sen- 
ate representatives. 

Each state, irrespective of size 
and popluation la entitled to two sen- 
ators. These are elected directly 
by the people and hold office for a 
term of six years. 

The election of senators was 
originally arranged and is now con 
tinned so that one-thin! of the sena- 
tors go out of office every two years. 
In other words, when a new con 
Kress convenes two-thirds of the 
senators are men who have served 
in that body for either two or font 
years. This plan is believed to bent 
preserve the dignity and usefulness 
of 1 he senate. The duration of each 
congress is therefore two years, 
consisting of two sessions, the one a 
long and the other a short session. 
In addition to these special sessions 
may be called by tire president of 
the United States. 

The qualifications of a senator are 
that he must be at least 30 v 
of age, a citizen of the state from 
which he Is elected, and a citizen 
of the United States for nine years 
preceding his election 

The house of representatives bon 
BtatS of members chosen directly by 
the people, who hold office for two 
rn. 

The number of representatives 
from any state is determined by its 
population, according to a regular 
apportionment, which is baaed 
upon the decennial census. Each 
slate is however entitled to at least 
orre representative. 

The qualification of a represen- 
tative are that he must he at least 
25 years of age, at least seven years 
a citizen of the United States, arrd 
an inhabitant of the state from 
which he is chosen. 

The judicial branch comprises 
the supreme court of the united 
States, United States ciicuit and 
district courts, the court of claims, 
and such other courts of inferior 
jurisdiction as congress may 
tablish. 

It is the business of these courts 
to interpret and construe the laws 
made by the legislative branch. 

The circuit courts each have 
jiliisdietion ovei several states ami 
the district courts usually over a 
portion or the whole of a single 
state. 

The court of claims is the only 
court in which suits on claims 
against the United States can be 
brought, and over such it has ex- 
clusive jurisdiction. 

The supreme court of the Unit 
ed States is the final judicial re 
in the uation.

Marine observations are absolutely 
dependent on accurate tiniepi. 
but ships' officers have to be satis- 
tied if they can adjust their chro- 
nometers so that they will either 
aain or lose a certain amount each 
day. Then they add or subtract, 
and get absolutely correct lime. In 
plotting records ot a ship's time- 

es, its desirablily is judged 
line that ascends or descends with 
absolute regularity. If the line 
rises and falls, the instrument is

Also become an in- 
cendiary in the general conflagation 
of cities and towns, an uncontrolled 
destroyer of homes, churches, public 
buildings, with all their peaceful 
peoples, by dynamite, fire or famine. 
How much longer must an out- 
raged world permit such fiends in 
human shape to dominate civilization 
and seek to enchain Christianity? 
What a contrast between the Golden 
Rule of the Prince of Peace and the 
Satanic principles of these barbarous 
rulers of the formerly great German 
peoples ! May righteous indigna- 
tion fill the souls of alt lovers of 
humanity and God - given liberty 
with an unfailing desire to anni- 
hiliate this serpent of diabolism, and 
bury it deep in the Hades of obli- 
vion. 

May America, the land of the free 
and the home of the brave, arise in 
her might and aid other liberty seek- 
ing nations to emancipate Europe 
and the high seas from the talons of 
this Prussian oligarchy — this octo* 

?us of flood, famine and murder* 
'hen may our glorious flag of the 
free forever float her stars of true 
democracy over a redeemed world.

opposed, 5,137 front feet. Residents 
on side streets in favor, 2 ; op- 
posed, 22.

Here Is an item of a deaf-mute, 
arrested in Oklahoma City, suspect 

\h\ as a German agent lie is nn 

known to most of us. It was taken 
from a local newspaper : 

Stanley Lipginski, aged 88 years, 
deaf and dumb, of Louisvide, Ky., 
was released from the city jail on an 
order from Judge Mitchell of Police 
Court when information came from 
C. K. Clifford, City Chemist, that 
the guinea pig, InCOUlated with sup- 
posed germs from the toothpicks 
which Lipittnskl sold, would not die 
from the effects of the germs. The 
technical charge of peddling without 
a license was dismissed, \nd Lipgin 
ski, who has been held several days, 
went his way rejoicing with the 
tooth picks. 

The arrest of Lipginski and the 
subsequent partial leport of the 
chemist thai typhoid germs were 
found on the picks created a sen- 
station in Oklahoma City, the gen 
oral supposition being the man was 
a German agent and was carrying 
out the ruthless methods of the 
kaiser by selling the poisoned picks. 
Lipginski maintained all the time 
the picks were not poison — and 
that he was trying to make an 
honorable living for himself, wife 
and five children In the Kentucky 
city. Lipginski, to a Pointer re- 
porter, talking on his Augers, said 
he felt a natural abiiorrence for the 
Germans ; that he has been in the 

United Slates tt> years ; that he has 
not one German friend. 

Events brought the picks before 
the city chemist for examination. 
Typhoid germs, he said were found 
on the picks. A guinea pig was 
Inoculated with the supposed germs. 
The pig was supposed to live a cer- 
tain number of hours. It did. 
Judge Mitchell called Lipginski 
o the bar of justice. 

Here is the writteu plea of the 
man : 

li Honor Judge : — I am a deaf- 
mute from Louisville, Ky., having 
a wife and five children. My wife 
is a deaf mute, but all children can 
hear. 1 am selling tooth picks for 
supporting my entire family I am 
not a German but am a Pollander.
